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AT THE CAPITAL. 


THE WORK AND WAYS OF WASH- 
INGTON OFFICIALS. 


Millions to be Carried Away from the River and Har- 
bor Appropriations—Fitz John Porter's Re- 
venge— Hannibal Hamlin to Come Home 
~The Chinese Minister, Etc., Bic.

Wasutnoton, November 20.—A strong effort 

will be made during the session to admit Da- 
kota to the union. There isa bill to this 
effect pending in both houses, it having been 
reported from the respective committee on 
territories early in the last session. It is one 
of the first bills on the house calendar and 
has already been up for consideration in the 
senate. The bill would probably have passed 
‘the senate last session but for the action of 
Senator Hale, of Maine, who opposed its pas- 
sage on the ground that Yankton county had 
repudiated its indebtedness contracted on ac- 
count of the construction. of the Dakota 
Southern railroad. 

The r@publicans in both houses now have 
greater reasons than ever for pressing the 
passage of the bill this session, as it would 
probably not be passed next congress, with 
the house democratic by over sixty majority. 
For the next two years the senate will be re- 
pubrican only through the grace of the two 
readjuster senators from Virginia, but the two 
Dakota senators would just offset the two 
coalition senators, should there be any at 
tempt onthe partof the latter to makea 
bargain with the democrats. The admission 
of Dakota woula also give the republicans 
three additional votes in the electoral college, 
which, from recent events, it is thought very 
important they should have, and which the 
democrats can prevent them from having if 
Dakota is not admitted this winter. It is 
ther -fore probable that there will be a bitter 
fight on this bill the coming session i gy 
the presence of every republican senator anc 
member in order to pass it. 

MORE MONEY THAN NREDED, 

WASHINGTON, November 20.—The amount 
appropriated in the last river and harbor bill 
was almost $19,000.000, and it is reported that 
the whole amount cannot be used before the 
end of the next fiscal year. There will prob- 
ably be about $9,000,000 unexpended to be 
carried to the credit of the following year. 
The amount appropriated for the fiscal year 
1880 for rivers and harbors was $9 578.494, but 
more than $1,000,000 of the sum 
voted the year previous " had 
not been expended, making the 
total amount available $10,772.175. The en- 
gineer’s report shows that of this sum only 
$6,174,221 was expended during that year, 
so that there was available for the fiscal 
year 1881! a balance of $4,597,955. Congress 
added to this sum $8,976,500. There have 
been unexpended balances since that time, 

sand it is said that about $4,000,000 were avail- 
able at the beginning of this year. It is 
therefore probab'e that there will be am- 
pic funds to carry on necessary internal im- 
provements without the passage of a river 
and harbor bill at the approacning session 
of congress. . 

THE CHINESE MINISTER. 

WASHINGTON, Novemoer 20.—The fol- 
lowing is an extract from a letter received on 
Saturday by a gentlemen in the state depart- 
went from a Chinese friend in Hong Kong, 
who was an attache ot the Chinese legation 
here under the administration of Chan Lan 
Pin: 

‘“‘it is rumored here that the legation of China 
in the United States will shortly be ordered home 
in conseyuence of the passage of the recent Chiuese 
bill; and hatin piace ofa minister you are to 
have simplyaconsul. I was very anxious to visit 
the United states again, but the coming 
attitude of my country will uot allow 
me to do so. The passaze of that bill has 
produced a very uufaverable impression here, ava 
the outlook for the shipping interests of the United 
States is anything but satisfactory. I trust that a 
better understanding of the mutual interests of 
both countries may be reached.”’ 

The®-autbor of the letter from which the 
foregoing extract is made, occupies such a 
position in the diplomatic service of China 
as to enable him to be intelligently informed 
upon the subject of which he writes. 

A NEW ORLEANS 8UIT. 

WasHINGTon, November 20—A_ decision 
was rendered by the United States supreme 
court to-day in the cuse of the city otf New 
Orleans vs. the New Orleans, Mobile and 
Texas railroad company. The court holds 
that the dispute is as to the authority of 
the council, and presents a ques- 
tion too important to be settled 
summarily on these motions. It is therefore 
ordered that the cause and the pending 
motions be continued until nextterm. The 
appeal to bethen dism:ssed in accordance 
with the stipulation on _ file, unless the 
board of Jiquidation of the city debt 
begins and prosecutes’ without any 
unnecessary delay. in some court of 
competent jurisdiction, an appropriate pro- 
ceeding to set aside the compromise which 
has been made with the city council. The 
decision was announced by Chief Justice 
Waite. 

THE TARIFF AND WAYS AND MEANS. 

WASHINGTON, November 20.—The ways and 
means committee had been called to meet 
to-day, butn» quorum was present at the 
hour named and no meeting was attempted. 
The work which may be done by this 
committee is delayed by the fact that the 
tariff commission is not yet ready to report 
and it was sa‘d that after the meeting to-day 
there would be correspon tence be' ween the 
committee and the tariff commis-ion. If 
it ‘shall appear that the commission 
will not have its report ready betore the 
meeting cf congress that it is probable that 
the committee will adjourn, and not under- 
take its work until December. The principal 
matter before it is the preparation of a reve- 
nue bill, and nut much can be done in this 
direction until the report of the tariff com- 
mission is made. 

HANNIBAL HAMLIN’S RETIREMENT. 
WasHInGTon, November 2u.—it is under 
stood that the venerable Hannibal Hamlin 
minister to Spain, who is en route home, wil 
not return to his post. It is said that he dve 
not find diplomatic duty agreeable, and doe 
not wish to continue in the position, He is 
advanced in life, and long years of activity 
are beginning to play upon him, sothat he does 
not feel so eager for the continuation of so 
busy a career as has been habitual with him. 
Itisnot known yet who will succeed Mr. 
Hamlin at Madrid, although there are a large 
number of gentlemen who are anxious to take 
the place, it having become known in diplo- 

matic circles that the vancancy would exist. 

FITZ JOHN PORTER'S REVENGE. 

WasuIncton, November 20.—The Star says: 
“The democrats, it is understood, will make 
a bitter fight in the senate against the con- 
firmation of General Pope to be majour-gener- 
al. The friends of Fitz John Porter accuse 
Pope of instigating the overthrow of Porter, 
and this, together with Pope’s well known 
anti-democratic principles, will, it is thought, 
combine all the demvucrats against bim. He 
has, too, a few enemies in the republican 
party, and it is said three republican senators 
will vote against him.”

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CHAMBLISSIBEATS CHALMERS. 


The Mississippi Ex-Congreesman Gets Left on Ac 
eount a Technical Errer. 

Jackson Miss., November 20.—The secreta- 
ry of state began to-day the canvass of votes 
for members of congress. When Tate county 
was reached the detailed tally sheet showed 
that Van H. Manning received a total of 1,166 
yotes, and J. R. Chambliss 1,472. Manning’s 
counsel objected to the counting of ‘‘Cham- 
bliss’ vote for Chalmers. After hearing 
their arguments the secretary of state decided 
that his duties were purely ministerial, that he 
could only count the votes as they appeared 
in the returns; that he felt it to be his duty 
to count the vote in Tate county as given In 
the tally sheet and that he could not count 
1,472 votes therein fom Chalmers as claimed 
by him, but would count thesame for J. 
R. Chambliss, and having canvassed the 
whole vote, he declared Manning elected 
from the returns received. According to 
the vote as counted, Manning received &,- 
749, Chalmers 8,257, Carter 129, Chambliss 
1.472, Lowery 1. Under the law of the state 
it is the duty of the secretary of state to 
count the votes and declare the result, and 
upon his declaration the govervor issues 
the commission. The commission has been 
issued by the governor to Van H. Manning. 

Jackson, Muss., November 20.—General 
Chalmers has filed a _ petition for Mane 
damus before Judge W harton to 
compel the _ secretary of state to 
count his votes in Tate coun- 
ty. He declares that the secretary of 
state allowed the returns from other districts 
to be inspected, but refused to let any one see 
the returns from the second district until they 
were counted. He alleges that the returns 
were purposely concealed to preventany er- 
rors from being connected during the 
ten days allowed by law for 


making returns, and says the clerical error: 


asto J. R. ‘‘Chambliss’’ would have been 
yromptly corrected, if the returns had not 
base fiaudulently concealed. The commis- 
sioners of the election of Tate county have 
sent an amended return showing that votes 
were cast for J. R. Chalmers and not for J. 
R Chambliss, 


The Slash in Western Hatiroad Rates. 

Sr. PauL, Minn., November 20.—The slash- 
ing cut in freight and passenger rates by the 
Omaha road is still the sensation of the day. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. caul road, 
besides a reduction in freight and passenger 
rates from St. Pauland Minneapolis to Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee, is sel‘ing tickets to and 
from all points reached by their linesian Min- 
nessota, lowa and Nebraska, and to points in 
Missouri, Colorada, and to San Francisco. 
Passenger rates to and from most inte- 
rior points in Minnesota and from Sioux 
City have been reduced to 20 cents each way; 
from many interior points in Minnesota to 
Chicago to &J, to Council Blatfs to $1, and to 
San Francisco $46 50. Freight to Milwaukee 
and Chicago is taken at ten cents per hun- 
dred. 


Highway Hobbery in Kentucky.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


THE RAPID PROGRESS OF PARLIA- 
MENTARY BUSINESS. 


The Futile Work of Obstruction--Eoglish Cabinet 
Cha ges—Sir Staffard Northcote’s Iliness—The 
Vatican and Germany—Arabi’s Trial « 
FParece—The French Anarchiste. 


Lonpon, November 20.—The rapid progress 
of business before parliamant during the past 
week surprises both parties. The systematic 
obstructiors designed by Lord Randolph 
Churchill have pretty much broken down, 
the most influential section of the tories, and 
and the Parnellites as a party, alike declin- 
ing to follow Lord Randolph's lead. The 
Standard confesses that the ministers have 
reason forsomething more than satisfaction, 
but predicts coming concessions to the Irish 
in exchange for the suspended hostility. The 
same journal threatens that the bouse of 


lords will ultimateiy reject every measure 
passed in the commons by means 
of the closure. The ministers now 
hope that the session will end in a fortnight. 
Rumors of cabinet changes are merely reviv- 
als of the guesses already months old; plaus 
ible, but purely conjectural. Itis certain 
that no changes will be made before the 
house adjourns, and possibly none till early 
next year. 20—Sir Stafford Nothcote will go 
to the Mediterraneon s‘ortly for the benefit 
of his health. Sir Stafford Nortbcote’s malady 
is weak action of the heart, not immediately 
dangerous, but threatening serious conse- 
quences if exposed tofu ther anxiety and 
worry. The members consider Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill measurably responsible for 
Sir Staffurd Northcote’s illness. Mr. Cross 
succeeds temporarily to the leadership. The 
party fully expects that Sir Stafford North- 
cote will resume bis duties next session. 

Lonpon, November 20.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon, Mr. Trevelyan in- 
formed Parnell that unlons in the western 
part of Ireland had been ordered to relieve 
the distressed people, and that the local gov- 
ernment board had instructed the inspectors 
to see that arrangements were suffivient and 
that relief measures were not. in- 
terfered with for want of funds. Mr. Court- 
ney, secretary of the treasury, informed 
Parnell that uptotbe present time applica- 
tions under the land act by tenanis for 
loans to improve their holdings nuuibered 
325; of which 310 had been granted. Two 
hundred and ten were aimissable and the 
remaider were being investigated. Gladstone, 
answering Parnell,s'ated that the government 
was not at. present cuntemplating any 
amendment to arrears of rent act. Mr. 
Trevelyan, replying to Mr. O'Donnell, said 
that up’to the 15th inst., applications under 
arrears of rent act had reached 14,167. The 
land commissioners, he said, hoped to settle 
before the 30th inst., all cases lodged prior to 
November 25th. Mr. Gladstone stated that the 
government was anxious to deal with 
the question of suppression of slave-trade in 
Egvpt and that their first dispatch to Lord 
Dufferin since bis arrival in Cairo related to 
that subject 

The Varnellites ata meeting to-night re- 
solved to take no united action in relation to 
Mr. Yorke’s motion for the  appoint- 
ment of a committee to in- 
quire initio the circumstances under 
which Messrs Parnell, Dillon and O'Kelly, 
were released from Kilmainham jail.

THE GRAIN MARKET.

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SORGHUM SUGAR. 


THE REPORT OF EXPERTS ON ITS 
READY PRODUCTION. 


The National Academy of Science Report to Com - 
missioner Loring on the Scientifie and Eco- 
nemical Reiati ne of the Sorghum Sugar 
Industry—Indian Corn Sugar, Etc. 


WasHINGTON, November 20.—Dr. Loring 
the United States commissioner of agricul- 
ture, has received from Professor O. C. Marsh, 
president of the National academy of scien- 
ces, a report from the academy upon the 
‘scientific and economic relations of the 
sorghum sugar industry,’’ made in response 
to a request presented by Lim on January 30, 
1882. The report is signed by Professors 
Brewer, Johnson and Silliman, of Yale col- 
lege, Professors Chandler and Moore, of New 
York, and Professor Smith, late of the uni- 
versity of Kentucky. Professor Goessman, of 
Amherst, Mass., resigned his place on the 


committee on September 12. 1882. The com- 
mittee find as the result of their investigation 
that all the analyses made in the depart- 
ment of agriculture not only confirm the 
well-known fact of the presence of sugar in 
the juices of sorgum anc maize in notable 
quantity, but they also establish. the fact 
that the sorghum yields in its juice, when 
taken at the proper stage of development, 
about as much cane sugar as the best sugar 
cane of tropical regions. An examination of 
the analytical tables submitted to them 
shows that the juices of sorghum in certain 
exceptional but not isolated cases were re- 
markable for the amount of cane sugar they 
contained. It is ascertained by these analy- 
sis that as an average of them all there was 
obtained 58.57 per cent of the weight of 
stripped stalks in juice. Of the weight of 
this juice 16.18 per cent was crystallizable 
cane sugar, and it was learned that 11.30 
per cent of the weight of the juice mav be 
obtained as sugar by the ordinary process 
of manufacture. 

It also appears that three varieties of sor- 
gbhum gave over 13 percent of sugar, seven 
Varieties 12 per cent, seven 11 per cent, seven 
10 percent, and seven 9 per cent of sugar; 
and that of the varieties of maize grown in 
1880 teh varieties gave over 9 per cent cane 
sugar, ten varieties 10 per cent, nine varieties 
11 per cent, nine varieties 12 percent, four 
varieties 13 per cent, one variety 14 per cent, 
and one15 per cent. The committee state 
that in 1880 over 62,000,000 acres of land, or 
38 per cent of all the cultivated land of 
the United States, were in maize. The 
amount of the sugar thus apparently 
lost, calcu'ated by che resuits obtained 
by the department of agriculture in the jast 
three years is equal to the present product of 
the entire world. A remarkable uniformity 
bas been discovered in the several varieties of 
sorghum as sugar producing plants when 
fully developed, but it has also bene learned 
that the diffcerent varieties vary widely in the 
time reqyired for their full development, 
varying, as has been shown, fully three 
months between the earlier and later matur- 
ing varieties. 

‘‘No conclusion,”’ says the report, ‘‘estab- 
lished by the work of the department of ag- 
riculture, practically considered, is of greater 
importance than the positive ascertainment 
of that period in the development of the sev- 
eral varieties of sorghum when the juices 
contain the inaximum of cane sugar, On 
this puint there has existed during the past 
twenty years or more the greatest discrep- 
ancy in statement, and the general opinion 
prevailing has been very wide of the truth as 
established by all these experiments.”’ 

The investigations of the department prove 
tothe entire satisfaction of the conl mittee 
that atter the cutting of the cane it ‘‘sbould 
be immediately worked up’’ for the produc- 
tion of sugar The results submitted to the 
committee also indicate that the exclusion 
from the matured cane of all immature cane 
is of the greatest importance if the manufac- 
ture of sugar is contemplated, and show the 
importance of an even crop with no suckers 
in its manufacture fur sugar. The committee 
also find that ‘*‘prompt working of the cane so 
soen as cutis always safe, and any delay is 
fraught with unavoidable risk of loss'’’ This 
conclusion is established as well 
by the work of Dr. Goessman as by 
that of the department of agriculture. The 
Stat2ments submitted by the departiment also 
show that sugar has been made from sorghum 
and corn stalks. ‘It will be seen frum the 
reports of the past three years of the depart- 
mentof agriculture, as well as from a wide 
range of experience elsewhere, that sugar in 


large quantities has been shown to be present: 


in the juices of sorghum, and maize also, 
which is of the first importance frum the eco- 
nomical eide. High grade marketable 
sugar in considerable quantity has been su-- 
cess!ully made frum sorghum juice, com- 
paring favorably with sugar from 
the true sugar cane or sugar beet” 

The committee have also found that the 
hydrometer and ripe seed are sutticient to in- 
diate the proper time for working up the 
crop. It is shown, moreover, by the investi- 
vation at the depar'ment, that the idea that 
the effect of rain would be manifest in the 
diluted juice and that conversely a prolonged 
drouth would resultin a concentration and 
diminution of the juice is utterly unfounded 
and inccrrect. It has been shown that when 
fully matured the sorgham stands even hard 
frosts without detriment, but if immature the 
effect is must disastrous. 

With regard to the manufacture of sugar 
from sorghum, the experiments of the de- 
partment have shown tuat the statement of 
Dr. Goessman that ‘in sight of these facts it 
will be quite generally conceded that the 
sugar production from syrup like the above 
tuust remain a mere incidental feature in the 
auiber cane industry in our section of the 
country’ is entirely unfounded. and that the 
relative loss of sucrose in the syrup was only 
5 per cent of that present in the juice, instead 
of being, as Dr Goessman found, 3085 per 
cent; and was no wore than usuat with suvar 
cane juice—a fact of the utmust importance 
to the farmer as well as the manufi:e- 
turer. With regard to the _  socalied 
gum, & product of the manufacture, the 
coumunttee say thatin the purging of sorgum 
and corn-staik sugar it happens very often 
that this operation is of unusual difficuity 
owing to the presence of acertain gummy sub- 
Stance, and this practical difficulty has been 
by some so magnified that the economical! 
production of sugar from these two plants 
has been confidently declared impoxsible. In 
the experience of thosein Washington as well 
as that of many other observers, this p; culiar 
substance has been found Often to be present in 


uantity so small as to offer litt if anv re- |

sistence 'o complete purging in the ordiuary 
centrifugal. t appears to be formed by 
transformation of other constituents of the 
juice in the process of syrup production. 

The committee recommend a still further 
investigation into the effect of fertilizess upon 
the growth of the sorghum and maize, varie- 
ty of soil Lest adapted to the pruduction of 
sugar in these plants, the methods of defeca 
tion, and the processes of mannofacture and 
use of lime or some other alkaline agent. 
The committee express the opinion that the 
fruits of the encouraging ‘‘policy of the 


government toward the sorghum industry are | 


already beginning to show thenselves in the 
decided success which has attended the pro- 
duction of sugar from sorghum on a commer- 
cial scale in the few cases in which the rules 
and good practice evglved, especially 
by the researches made at the laboratory 


of the department of agriculture, have been '

intelligently fcllowed. Sufficiently full re- 
turns from the crop of 1882 have already come 
to hand to convince us that the industry will 
probably be a commercial] success.’" The re- 
port concludes with the suggestion that the 

‘sugar producing industries of the whole 
country, both that of the tropical cane of the 
south and the sorghum over a far wider area, 
will be vastly benefited by futher investiga- 
tions similar to those that have already been 
submitted to them.”’ 

The conclusion, arrived at by the depart- 
ment in the laboratory and mill as its special 
contribution to the sorghum industry, and 
the conclusions obtained elsewhere, are in 
the opinion of the committee as foliows: 

First—Cane should be worked up as soon as 
cut, 

Second—That suckers should not be allow- 
ed in the crop. | 

Third—That the exciusion of all immatare 
cane is of the greatest importance in the man- 
ufacture of sugar. 

Fourth—Sugar has been made from sor- 
ghum corn stalks. 

Fifth—Ripe seed will indicate the pruper 
time for working up thecrep. 

Sixth—Rain and drouth do not affect the 
quality of the juice. 

Seventh—Mature sorghum is not injured by 
rost. 

Eighth—Loss of sucrose in sorghum syrup 
is no greater than thatin syrup from sugar 
cane : 

Ninth—That the presence of gumin the 
syrup of cane and maize is the great obstacle 
in the way of sugar manufacture. 

These are the discoveries claimed by the de- 
partment. 
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CHATTANOOGA SMALL POX. 


if General Rumors are to be Credited the Tenmosste 
Tewn is Full of it. 

No little consternation was created in the 
city yesterday soon after the arrival of the 
Chattanooga train, by the announcement of 
the prevalence of small poxinthat city. The 
ruwors were many and varied, and fixed the 
number of cases from twenty to more than 
one hundred. From a gentleman who 
came throu -h the town yesterday a Constitv- 
TION representative ascertained that the Chat- 
tanooga people are using every effort to sup- 
press the facts, and are concealing the true 
state of affairs. The gentleman further as- 
serted that the small-pox has been prevailing 
in Chattanooga for two or three weeks. The rail- 
road men who run between Atlanta and Chat 
tanooga simply say that the small-pox prevails 
there, but appear ignorant of the extent of 
the disease. 


The following dispate from Chattanooga 
show the state of excitement in that city: 

CHaTraNnooca, Tenn , November 20 —The rumors 
of an epidemic here are unfounded. They arose from 
an attempt of the city authorities yesterday to place 
the pest bouse on the United States reservation at- 
tuched to the national cemetery. The superin- 
teudent ordered the city authorities off tne neg 
and said he would resist intrusion by force o 
arms. A report reached him that the patient 
would be brought to the grou:ds, and he at once 
stationed armed men around the place. No further 
trouble is looked for, as the authorities will not act 
without permission from Washington. 

CHATTANOOGA, November 20.—The barracks 
buildingsin the United States reservation adjoin- 
ing the national cemetery were sold several days 
since, and ti@® purchasers yiven thirty days to re- 
move them. The present pest-house is full and the 
city purchased the buildings to use for that pur. 
pose, and to-day seut furnitwre to the grounds pre- 
puratory tothe removal of the patien s. Thesu 
perintendent of the cemetery demanded the au- 
thority on which the grounds were invaded, and on 
failing to receive it had the furniture placed outside. 
ihe mayor repaired to the scene and a stormy 
interview ensued, he claiming the city had the 
light to use the buildings. He was i.furmed that 
auy intrusion would be resisted by force of arms 
it was reported, this afternoon, thata »a.ient Would 
be sent to the grounds. ihe supe:iutendent im

The senate met yesterdav at the usual hour, 
and was called to order by President Boynton.

The roll was called and 
the journal was read. The followingsenators 
were granted leave of absence: Messrs.

On the call of the roll the following bills were 
introduced and read a first time: By Mr. Ba- 
ker. a bill to declare betting on elections a 
crime and to punish thesame as a misde- 
meanor.

JOE THURMOND’S RIDE. | 


THE HERO OF A WONDERFUL ES- 
CAPE. 

His Leap For Liberty and Where it Carried Him— 
A Hard Hide on a Woundea Horse-Thirty 
Miles in Three Hours-—A Comt nuous 
Screak of Good Luck, E:c,, Er.

“Let me introduce you to Mr. Joe Thur- 
mond?’’ remarked a gentleman to us on Tues- 


day last. 

We looked up from our work, expecting to 
see a hardened outlaw, girdled with pistols 
and bowie-knives, standing at ourside; but 
instead of that we met a smiling face, cleanly 
shaved with the exception ofa heavy black 
mustache. In fact, theimage ofan intelligent 
farmer, well-to-do in the world, and perfectly 


content with his lot. 

And this was the famous Joe Thurmond,an 
account of whose daring es-ape from the 
sheriff of Clarke county had so recently 
startled the state, and caused a thrill of ap- 
plause to pass through the system ofall as 
they read of how a man braved death sooner 
than meet disgrace, 

We wvutioned our visitor to a seat, and after 
a few common-place remarks broached the 
subject of his escape Withouta moments 
hesitation he gave us the following account 
of his career from the time that he touk leg 
bail un-il his voluntary surrender: 

“T pad no idea of atiempung an escape,” he 
began, ‘‘when I was carried irom the jail to 
tue court house, but had determined to die 
sooner than gv to the penitentiary But 

hile sitting iu my chairin Judge Jackson's 

flice a suduen desire seized me to make the 
aliempt, and wituout stopping to consider 
tur a moment or count the probable cust | 
madea bolt for the window, butsome one 
caught my foot, justas I was about passing 
through, that caused we to fail on my head 
aud receive a fearful ssock. Ithen rushed 
tor my horse, expecting each insiant to be 
shot down in my,track-,but L intenued to die 
rather than surrender. You know how I 
made my escape. One of Browning's bullets 
grazed my leg and passing through the saddle- 
skirt and blanket entered the side of the nag 
| was riding. After getting beyond range of 
the balis I headed towards Bruvklyn, but 
when about two miles out of town, the horse 
began to give away under me, wher I rode 
out in & plue thicket to see what was the mat- 
ter, Upon removing the saddle J discovered 
the wound, and knew that the beast could not 
carry me further. I turned it loose and started 
for home on foot, and by a circuitous route 
bad to cravel fourteen miles before getting 
there. But my leaving my horse behind 
saved me from capture, us the officers thought 
I was still hid out in the thicket ands» uid 
not telegraph. I only remained home an 
hour—just lohg enouga to get some money, 
bid my family good-vye and siart fur Law- 
renceville, thirty miles distant. Taking my 
little brother in the buggy we made the trip 
in just three hours, but it nearly killed the 
horse L was driving. I traveled at hight, pas- 
sing through Jug Llavern, and met several 
me.en the road that | knew, butas I had my 
hatslouched over my face they did not recuog- 
nize me, not even my uncle, 
wiliose .ouse passed, Just 
as | drove into Lawrenceviile the. train was 
steamed up ready to leave and [ got aboard. 
Hud | been ten minutes laterit would have 
left me. lJ met with another streak of good 
luck when I got to Suwannee, the junction 
with the Air-Line. I got from aboard as svon 
as the cers 8 upped aud ste pping into a durk 
corner remained there uutil the regular train 
cure along, which was just ten minutes. I 
boarded the smoking car,that was fortunately 
unoccupied. Whenou I gotto Atlanta I did 
not wait for the train to s.op before I jumped 
off and secreted mysell near the Chattanvoga 
train, tbat the conductor tuld me would leave 
in ten minutes. I teared a telegram had been 
sent abead, and was alraid to risk even buy- 
ing a ticket, preferring to pay my fare to the 
conductor. I had no way to disguise myself, 
as I was cleanly. shaved, and hadyto take the 
chanves.Just asthe Westerinand Atiantic train 
was woving off, I jumped aboard and soon 
left Atlanta behind me. But I dreaded every 
stopping piace, expecting to meet.a telegram.

To 
him-I went and made a ‘clean breasvu’ of my 
troubles. He welcomed me and I took charge 
of the business management of his house. 
Kvery week or sol wrote and received letters 
and pavers from home through him, and 
knew all that wes transpiring.”’ 

‘But about your pardon?’ we asked. 

“Well, it was signed ‘by over 2,000 of the 
best men in three counties, and Governor 
Colquitt said it was one of thestrongest docu- 
ments ever laid before him I feli certain that 
he would heed it and as soon asready, I came 
home and voluntarily gave myself up to 
Steiff Weir, whovery kKindly.refiused to place 
me in jail, until the governor had acted upon 
the matter. JI had strong friends in Atlanta 
to plead my cuuse, among them Dr. King and 
Henry Grady, and sv am once more a free 
man. It was whiskey and cards that brought 
me all this trouble,and I have made a solemn 
pledge to my mother, never again, so long as 
J jive, to allow another drop of the cursed 
statl to pass my lips or to throw another card, 
Her disiress gave me great-r pain than any- 
thingelse, and I si:atl seethat she has not fur- 
ther cause for grief on my This 
scrape hus been a serious matter to me.  Be- 
sides losing uy crop, I had to spend over $1,- 
OVO in cash. It has learned mea lesson, and 
one that I think I shall alwaysremember. I 
intend to try and lead a better I:fe, and sume- 
time prove to the world thatI am innocent 
of the crime for which I was convicted. I 
had no more idea of stealing that horse than 
you had. I was drunk and won it at ecards, 
and while still under the influence of liquor, 
gave good grounds for the suspicion which re- 
sulted in my conviction.’’

GEORGIA GOLD, 


The Work in the Gold Section During the Past Week— 
About Auraria. 
From the Dahlonega, Mountain Signal. 

Auraria is situated one milesoutheast ofthe 
Etowah river, and six milessouthwest of Dah- 
lonega, and near the center of the great gold 
belt, that has attracted so much attention 
throughout the land. The name itse'f indi- 
cates go!d. In its early history, it took the 
name of Knucklesville, not from the fact that 
the name was taken from a resident of the 
place, assome suppose, but from the innumer- 
able fights that touk place between the placer 
miners, years ago. They were so fond of this 
sport that they could not get satisfaction 
au Ong themselvesp so oltimes the weary so- 
journer was con: pelled tostop and participate. 
But now those duys are past, and all is quiet 
Though the population is small, there isa 
considerable amountof trade, on account of 
the rich mines that are actiyely operating 
from day today. At all times the stamps of 
the quartz mill can be heard, pounding out 
geld irom the golden ores. Off to the north, 
but a few hundred yards, is the Chicago and 
Georgia, which bas been running for a consid- 
era»ie time, and will, no doubt, for years to 
come. To the west are the Wells and Aura- 
ria, both active and well managed. To the 
south and southwest are the Cleveland, Bell 
and Chestatee. The latter is of 40 stamp ca- 
pacity, and beyond a doubt one of the tinest 
mill in the state. Two and one-half miles 
northeast are other well organized companies. 
that are duing an immense, business, and are 
realizing large profits, and Still others that are 
just getting under headway with a view to 
Aside from the properties that are 
being worked in this vicinity are various other 
tracts that are rich in gold. andina future 
day there will be many other stamp-mills at 


work, . th equal success. The question now 
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to be considered is water. Of course there is 
enough for the present demand, but if there 
was more, the mining interest could be in- 
creased ten-fold, and Auraria might be able 
to compete with Dahlonega as a mining cen- 
ter. 

FROM THE MINES. 

This week the superintendent of Fish Trap 
bas been making some necessary repairs. The 
riffles in their sluice-line became so much 
worn that new ones were necessary. The 
mill is now running on ore from the Moore 
cut as in weeks past. 

We are informed that the Keystone com- 
pany will complete their ditch in a few days 
and in a short time will put a giant on their 
river placer. 

Tbe mill is running regularly on average 
ore from the Ivey cut. The foundation for 
their 60 stamp mill is being laid. Their water 
ditch, which will supply the mine abundant- 
ly, will be completed in afew days; the en- 
tire lenght is 154% miles. We understand 
that over two hundred menare at work on it. 

Regular time is made on the Bast and the 
yield isaboat asusual Their cut is about 
60 feet deep and shows ore, from top to bot- 
tom on all sides. 

The Lockhart mills are — in ore 
from the open cutand shaft. We understand 
that their power wheels, etc., will immediate- 
ly be putin, and work in the aew shaft re- 
ead 

We are officially informed that the placers 
belonging to the Loud company, are paying 
largely, the largest nugget recent'y found 
weighed fifty-five penny weights. Tnis, though 
quite handsome, does not compare with 
pieces that were found years ago. I think 
the present company has found larger nuggets 
than this,one weighing 190 penny weights and 
many others of less value. Some of these 
contains quartz, rough in character, an evi- 
dence that the gold had been carried buta 
short distance from the vein. 

The Findley mine is running as it bas been 
for some months past. The ore is hard to get 
at, consequently the mill fails to make regu- 
lur time. We hope thatthe company will 
soon overcome this disadvantage.

He was antipathetic 
to Wordsworth. ‘i grudge Wordsworth, he 
says, ‘every vote he gets. A_ reticence al- 
most invariably present is fatal in my eyes to 
the pretentions on behalfof his sonnets. Re- 
ticence is a poor sort of muse; noris tentative- 
ness (so often to be traced in his work) a good 
accumpanimentin music.’’ For Coleridge 
he had an unbounded admiration ‘except 
when he appeared as a sonnet writer. 
“About Cuieridge (whom I only 
view as a poet, his other aspects being to my 
apprehension mere bogies) I conceive the 
leading point about his work is its human 
love, and the leading point about his career 
the sad fact of how litle of it was devoted 
to that work.’’ Of Keats hesays: ‘‘He was 
among all his contemporaries who established 
their names the one true heir of Shaks- 
peare.’’ Leigh Hunt receives this just tribute: 
“Hunt was amany- laboured and much-be- 
labored man, and as much allowance as may 
be made on this” score is’ perhaps 
due to him—no more than that much. His 
own powers stand high in various ways—poet- 
ically higher, perhaps, than is at present 
admitted, in spite of his detestable flutter 
and airiness for the most part.’’ Chatterton, 
in his estimation, ranked among the greatest 
English poets. ‘‘He isin the very firsf rank. 
... Not to know Chatrerton is to be ignor- 
ant of the true dayspring of modern roman- 
tic poetrv. . . . The finest of the Rowley po- 
ems rank absolutely with the finest poetry 
in the language, and gain (not lose) by mod 
eration.”’

The Inequalities ef the Premium Tariff—A Dishencet 
Business Mentioned. 

New York, November 20.—In the session 
of the fire underwriters of America to-day, 
during a d.scussion of a resolution fixing the 
rate of commission to be paid to local agents 
at 15 per cent., except in certain cities to be 
designated by the advising committee, Pres- 
ident Driggs, of the Williams- 
burg City company, in speaking of 
the rates fixed by the tariff association in the 
dry goods district of New York, said that for 
five years up to within 3 monthsago the losses 
in the dry goods district over the receipts ex- 
ceed $4.000.000. In other words the compa- 
nies bad been paying the property ewners 
two dollars and ten cents for every dollar 
they pay the companies. The rates in this 
district, he claimed, were not one half what 
they should be. As tothe sugar houses, five per 
cent would not pay the losses. There was 
less honesty and we tntegrity in the manage- 
ment of this business than Any other. Tné 
resolution was referred to the business com- 
mittee, who Le egy upon it favorably, and 
it was adupted. After electing officers, the 
association adjourned sinedie. W.R. Lyman, 
of New Orleans, was chusen one of the vice- 
presidents. The remaining officers are north- 
ern and eastern men.
